and if this fum be fuppofed equal to C, we fhall eafily 
know,by the precedent Rule ,the Focus of the/ icoud Glafs.

The Colours, faith he, are thus prepared 3 I take of A- 
qua forth and Aqua Regis , two ounces and 3 of Sal Armoniacf 
one ounce 5 of the beft Spirit of PFine, two drachms 5 as much 
Gold as can be had for nine Julio's ( a Julio being about 
fix pence Englilh) of pure Silver , two dra^hmes. Thefe 
things being provided, let the Silver, when calcined, be 
put into a Vial 3 and having povvred upon it the two 
drachmes of Aqua fortis , let it evaporate, and you (hall 
have a Water yielding firfta Colour, and afterwards 
a blacky Likewifcput theGold, when calcin’d, into a Vial, 
and havingpowred the. Aqua Regis upon it, fet it by to eva¬ 
porate: then put the Spirit of IF; ne upon the Sal Arfsioniack, 
leaving it alfo till it be evaporated 3 and you will have a 
Golden coloured Water, which will afford you divers Co' 
lours. And, after this manner, you may extra# many 7 in- 
Bures of Colours our of other Mettals. This done, you 
may, by the means of thefe two Waters, paint whar Pidure 
you pleafe upon white Matbfe, of th e fofter kind, renew' 
ing the Figure every day for feveral days with fome frefh fu- 
peradded Liquor, and you (hall find in time , that the P‘i- 
fture hath penetrated the rokolc folidity of the S'one, fo that 
cutting it into as many parts as you will, it will always repre- 
fent unto you the fame Figure on both fides. 

So fdr be, which how far it anfwers expeftation, is referred 
totheTryal of Ingenious Artifts. In the mean time there 
are not wanting Experienced Men that fcruplathe Effc# } but 

' yet 
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yet are far from pronouncing any thing positively againft if, 
fo that they doe not difeourage any that have nonvenien* 
cics, from trying. 

But whether the way there mentioned will fucceed, or 
not, according to expe&ation: Sure it is that a Stone-cutter 
in Oxford , Mr. Bird, hath many years fince found out a way 
of doing the lame thing, in effect, that is here mentioned 5 
and hath praftifed it for many years. That is, he is able fo 
to apply a colour to the outfide of polifhed Marble,as that it 
fhalifink a confiderable depth into the body of the ftonc? 
and there reprefent like figures or image* as thofe arc on 
the out fidej ( deeper or Shallower according ashe continues 
the application , a longer, or Idler while. ) Of which kind 
there be divers pieces to be fecn in Oxford , London, and clfe- 
where. And fome of them being fhewed to his Ma jelly, 
foon after his happy reftauration, they were broken in his 
prefcocc, and found to anfwer expectation.
